¢ The retaining wall at the Transfer Station has been backfilled and catch basins have been installed above
and below the wall to address water drainage. In addition, a ramp to the single stream compactor has been
completed and is ready for use. A boulder retaining wall is being installed along the hill side, and will be
completed next week. It is important to note that all work associated with the Transfer Station has been
accomplished by DPW staff with the exception of the concrete retaining wall and associated engineering.
The Transfer Station Scale bid opening was last week and the award letter and contract are currently under
review.
¢ Due to heavy rain, street sweeping and clearing of water ways continued this week throughout Town.
e Online sales for the Transfer Station permits continue with daily sales through personal computers, kiosk
locations, as well as over the counter sales at Town Hall.

Our hope is to schedule an
install date with the winning bidder for mid May 2018.
